tion, and with outside help they can make a win- 
ning fight on behalf of the independent ticket. If 
some 15 or more counties couW ire orgamized-ss- 
was Stustman county, then the day after election 
would show a dwindling independent majority. 
The Socialists would look to these leasrue strong-' 
holds to wipe out an independent majority 
10,000 or 15,000 votes, and they would look 
vain.—Fargo Forurn.
